The result of the year's business 1s that, after
paying all losses and management charges
there Is a met surplus profit balance of £50,374
which the Direclors bhave applied to the pay
ment of the nsual dividend and bonus, leaving
A balanoce of £17,802 o be added Lo the previously
neenmulated reserve fund; wileh now amounts
10 £138 505—a fact notstated in the report, Itls
A large sum to retain, but not mo than is re.
gulsite to malntain the financlal puiiibrium

-of the company in the event of a J<currence of

fires exceeding the avernge expectation of the
office. We adopt the term expectation, for
there is a law of Flre Expectation, as well as
& law of Expectation of Life; and It 1s only
by ecareful gearching and anxious examination
of every proposal that safety for a company
oan (be pecured. A property proposed for
Insurance may be dressad ap for the oconsion
quite as deslgnedly as the proposer for a life
p licy prepares himsoll jor medloal examina-
ton by attempling to physioc hlmself out of a
whitened tongue, adopling means to subdue a
guickened pulse, and abstalning from getting
drunk 10r at least a4 weekk before the examing
tion takes place. In both classes of cases
everything that implles hazard 18, so far as
may be practicable, removed out of the way or
carefully concealed. Tne polnt 1s powerfully
illustrated in the Royal report, by a tabulated
siatement of the amount saved by the office
durlng the prsat yesr by a rejection of risks
which the Directors and officers of the Company
dld not deem It prudent Lo accept. The following

The meaning of this is very simple, 1In every

instance of rejection there most have been
gome ground for douabt, or susplelon, suili-
clently strong to induce the Company’s mana-
gers and sgenits o keep an eye upon the pro-
perty so as to be able to mark the result of the
caution that has bein exerclsed, The aggregate
of these resulls 18, that on the day the annual
meeting was bheld, the shareholders were nearly
geventy three thousand pounds better off than
they would bhave been if Lhe proposals wulch
applied to the desiroyed property had been
accepled. It 18 a very remarkable example of
vigilance on the part of the Company’s agents;
and astartllng proof of the dlsastrous couse-
